“I do not here quarrel with the 
validity of the audience measure, 
or program-rating services,”” he 
said, ‘‘but I am shocked by their 
far-reaching influence’ in 
whole broadcasting industry. In 
effect, their reporting is deter- 
mining in large measure not only 
what the American broadcasting 
diet will be, but also at what times 
the meals will be served.”’ 


This blunt conclusion was but 
one of the major points made in 
a candid call for better program- 


ming, for a structural reorgani-: 


zation of the association, so that 
it may speak with one voice. 


Lowest. Denominator 


Mr. Collins’ conclusion on rat- 
ing services is a welcome one 
because it concerns us all, being 
by no means restricted to broad- 
casting. Not merely television, 
but many aspects of our public 
life are affected by this urge to 
try and discover the lowest com- 
mon denominator of human ac- 
ceptances and reduce not merely 
TV programming, but public opin- 
ion, political policies, and much 
else to this “popular” level. News- 
papers must be as much con- 
cerned as television and radio. 
There are publishers, editors and 
editorial columnists who follow 
a policy of trying to find out 
what a majority of the people 
think on public issues. They then 
adopt their own policies and opin- 
ions to fit. 


If the editorials and columns of 
a@ newspaper do not make people 
think, then they have failed. Those 
which seek to find the popular, 
common denominator of opinion 


or prejudice, and then conform to | 


and exalt it, do exactly what tele- 
vision does when it accepts rat- 
ings which prove more people 
prefer to look at violence, crime, 
blood-letting, and ‘‘Westerns.” 


This, 
tive dilemma. But surely the 
people have a right to expect that 
they will be challenged with new 
thoughts, with higher values. 


Surely, it will be very destruc- 
tive to our society, if we are 
spoon-fed by our news and enter- 
tainment media ‘(and also by our 
pulpits and lay leaders). If we 
proceed on the theory that if the 
opinion polls show we like sugar, 
we must be fed more of it, then 
our national culture will come 
down with a severe, perhaps fatal, 
onset of social and mental dia- 
betes. The most elemental soci- 
ological studies show that people 
“like,” or “prefer” the accus- 
tomed things in their environment. 


Environment 


Time is required to develop a 
liking for that which is new. A 
poorly educated person, or one 
from a home where parents do not 
read, will not “‘like’’ books. But 
once such a person spends time 
learning how to read, they very 
much “‘like’’ to read. Those who 
have grown up in a family where 
music is heard and discussed will 
‘like’ to hear it. . Those in a 
home where none is heard, and 
where good music is dismissed as 
“long hair stuff,” will share those 
values. 


Mr. Collins quoted Plato as ad- 
monishing the Greeks to “fix your 
eyes on greatness.” 


Certainly we will not become 
great by trying to discover the 
most “popular,” nonchallenging 
values and fixing our eyes on 
them. Both TV and those who 
write in the field of public opinion 
certainly have a moral duty to 
challenge the mind and the spirit. 
The competitive system is strong 
enough to fix its eyes on great- 
ness. That we suffer from a sort 
of national, spiritual ‘sickness is 
revealed by the moral scandal in 
the electrical manufacturing in- 
dustry, by evidence of false and 
dangerous’ values in other large 
companies, by pandering to the 
lowest values on the part of many | 
of our programs and editorials 
in the media of TV, radio and 
printed opinion. 


We must somehow find a way 
for our economic system to fix its

Swift Missile Force

the Royal Navy around the concept of mobile, swift- 


striking assault forces. 


Aided by a slightly increased 
budget for the next fiscal year, 
the Navy intends to order two 
more guided missile destroyers 
with both air defense and bom- 
bardment capabilities, arm fleet 
helicopters with new anti-subma- 
rine torpedoes and begin work on 
a landing craft assault ship with 
a capacity greater than the whole 
present amphibious squadron. 


ERA IS PAST 


Although the era of the great 
battleships has passed and even 
the role of the aircraft carrier is 
said to be under scrutiny, Lord 
Carrington’s statement accom- 
panying the Navy estimates for 
1961-62 made it clear that Brit- 
ain has not abandoned its inten- 
tion to remain a naval power. 


— 


“‘We believe that the value of 
sea power is as great and, if any- | 
thing, greater than it was,” he 
said at a news conference. 


Lord Carrington described the | 
aircraft carrier, of which Britain | 
has built six within the last 10 | 
years, as “the very embodiment | 
of the Navy’s versatile power. But | 
he indicated at the news confer- 
ence that even the carrier is in 
evolution. 


FAIRLY MODERN 


“At the present time,”’ he said, 
“our aircraft carriers are fairly 
modern and the first one will not 
go until the beginning of the 1970s. | 
So we have about 10 years before | 
we need to replace any of our | 
carriers. | 


“But it takes a long time to | 
build a carrier, and we in the Ad- 


miralty at the moment are mak- 
ing plans about what we think 
would be the best sort of ships as 
replacements.”’ 


An important addition to the 
fleet within the next few years 
will be the two guided missile de- 
stroyers for which the Admiralty 
is to ask for bids this year. This 
would bring the total of these le- 
thal little 6,000-ton vessels to six. 
Four are under construction, the 
Devonshire having been launched 
last June and the Hampshire al- 
most ready for launching. 


The guided missile destroyers 
will be armed with the Seaslug 
and Seacat anti-aircraft missiles 
as well as 4.5-inch guns. But in

Would This Speed 
Thruway Building? 


The same day that Labor Secretary 
Arthur Goldberg was suggesting to Con- 
gress new approaches to deal with the 
country’s pressing unemployment prob- 
lem, it was announced in Atlanta that 
construction on a new link in the city’s 
expressway system was soon to start. 


The announcement about the construc- 
tion was typical of such announcements 
in the city in the past 15 years. The ex- 
pressway link to be built will be a mile 
and a half long. It will take “about two 
years” to complete. 


Two years to a mile and a half may 
seem like the correct ratio to bureaucrats. 
It seems ridiculous to laymen. 


Accepting, though, that road building 
does require all that time, there still 
might be a way that expressway con- 
struction could be stepped up. At the same 
time a modest attack on unemployment 
could be made. And, at the same time, an- 
other ill of our economy could be cured: 
money that buys things could be pumped 
quickly into circulation. 


What we would suggest that govern- 
ment officials and contractors consider is 
this: Instead of building our expressways 
on a one-shift basis, build it on two. 


Where 100 men are now employed, 
employ 200. Where you now work eight 
hours a day, work 16. Where it now takes 
two years to build a mile and a half of 
road, take one year. 


It doesn’t appear that this would cost 
any more money. The price tag put on the 
mile and a half link is $5,000,000. If two 
shifts do the work where one had been 
contemplated, would that just mean that 
the $5,000,000 would all be spent in 1961 
(when it is sorely needed) rather than in 
1961 and 1962? 


Engineers and bureaucrats may know 
of some reason why such a speed-up 
would be undesirable. If they do, they 
ought to tell the taxpayers why this 
money can’t go into circulation now, why 
those unemployed can’t be hired now, why 
motorists must wait two years for a mile 
and half of road.

Mental Hospital Lacks 
Battey’s High Standards 


Georgians can take pride in the fact 
that Battey State Hospital has been ac- 
credited for another three years by the 
Joint Commission on Accreditation of 
Hospitals.

But to the shame of Georgia, the Mil- 
ledgeville State Hospital remains unac- 
credited. Thus far there is an unwilling- 
ness to pay the price there that would 
bring about standards similar to those at 
Battey.

Cooperation’s Best Way 
On Appropriations Bill 


Indications that the executive depart- 
ment and the House and Senate Appro- 
priations Committees are working to- 
gether instead of at cross purposes in try- 
ing to come up with an appropriations bill 
are welcomed indeed. That is as it should 
be. 

The public, which has been kept out 
of the deliberations, is still in the dark. 
Except for a few leaks, the people’s in- 
formation comes from terse communiques 
issued at the discretion of their leaders. 

But meanwhile, the General Assembly

However, this desirable precedent 
should not be extended to legislation 
which would exchange one extreme for 
another in the balance of powers between 
legislative and executive as has been 
proposed. Better budgeting procedures 
and responsibility for spending can be 
achieved without that.

Political Settlement Is 
Possible in the Congo 


Abruptly there is hope for political 
settlement of the Congo mess. At least 
U.N. conciliators have a nibble at their 
federal government idea from the Gizenga 
faction. 


If this faction, formerly led by the late 
Lumumba, consents to govern in federal 
concert with the Kasavubu group, the 
basis for political settlement is present. 
Tshombe can then be dealt with in Ka- 
tanga. 


So Dag Hammarskjold’s patient pres- 
sure for reasonable results continues and 
will pay off if Russia and her dupes can 
be blocked from destroying him first. 


President Kennedy and Adlai Steven- 
son are playing their cards well to block 
Russia. They have warned Russia not to 
intervene in the Congo, and they have 
pointed out to uncommitted nations that 
Hammarskjold is their best friend, who 
deserves their support even more than 
ours. 

The Soviet reply is a propaganda 
shriek which, in time, must diminish. 
Wednesday’s American demonstrations in 
favor of the Soviet position should have 
brought a sobering shock to the American 
people, who are not accustomed to seeing 
such a public misplacement of basic 
loyalty.

Outright Ban Is Way 


To Treat Fireworks 


The anti-fireworks bill passed by the 
Senate is one of the important measures 
facing House action when the General 
Assembly reconvenes. 


Any attempts to gut the bill should 
be snuffed out quickly. It should not be 
watered down by such gimmicks as 
coupling a ban on “cherry bombs” and 
the like with an amendment to permit 
sale of firecrackers up to 1% inches. 


There has been talk of efforts to do 
just that and sticking a catchy but mis- 
leading label on it—a so-called “safe and 
sane” fireworks bill. 


But in practice it would be neither 
safe nor sane. And how could it be en- 
forced? What would prevent under-the- 
counter sales of larger, more lethal de- 
vices once a stand is permitted to open 
for the announced purpose of selling 112- 
inch firecrackers? The state would have 
a difficult time policing every stand that 
would pop up and measuring each item 
offered for sale. 


There is only one way to cope with 
fireworks and that is to ban them, period. 
Tragic experience proves it would be in 
the public interest to do so and the pub- 
lic still is a more powerful lobby than 
any other, including any that manufac- 
turers and vendors of fireworks can 
muster,

A Balancing Act 


WASHINGTON—Vice President Lyndon John- , 
son is carrying on wide and willing shoulders ¢ 
weights of two wholly different kinds which re- BS 
quire the most delicate sense of balance. He is determined to 


his 


utmost to support the policies and purposes—and person—of his chief, 
President John Kennedy. To those who know him well there can be no 
possible doubt of the total dedication the Texan is putting into this 


project. 

At the same time, he is taking 
endless pains to avoid any sug- 
gestion of a suspicion that in these 
efforts—which at times unavoid- 
ably will cause him to take fairly 
prominent public positions — he 
is attempting in any way to cast 
a shadow as long, or even nearly 
as long, as that of the President. 

To make it abundantly clear to 
his own closest associates that he 
means only to serve—and never 
to rival — the President, Johnson 
has specifically instructed his staff 
on this point: his role is always 
to be that of “‘an understudy to the 
President.” 


He has pointed out to his people 
that though he and the President 
were in great rivalry only last 
summer for the presidential nomi- 
nation itself, this was only an 
episode of the past having no 
meaning now. 

They have been told with great 
force that JKF and LBJ are now 
wholly together, in purpose and in 
the human sense, as actually near- 
ly all during their earlier careers 
they had been essentially together 
in their views of government’s 
proper role. 

(Johnson is not now and never 
was more ‘‘conservative’’ than the 
President, except possibly on a 
single issue—civil rights. There his 


Southern geography inevitably 
clashed with the Northern geog- 
raphy of Kennedy.) 

The vice president was once 
much Kennedy’s senior, as Demo- 
crat Senate leader while the Presi- 
dent was a rather junior member 
there. Now he is making it crystal 
clear that he is definitely the 
President’s junior and is wholly 
content with that position. 

Moreover, Johnson is genuinely 
grateful for an unbroken series 
of generous acts toward him by 
the President. No vice president 
before in history — not even 
Richard Nixon in the Eisenhower 
years — has been brought so inti- 
mately and so continuously into 
collaboration at every step with 
his President. 

The more Johnson has seen of 
Kennedy in action at the White 
House, the more his respect and 
liking for the President have risen. 

The President, in his side, is 
magnanimous in his dealings with 
the vice president—in large ways 
and in small. In summary, then, 
the approaching first-month anni- 
versary of the new administration 
draws near without a sign of that 
“rift” between these two young, 
powerful and candidly ambitious 
men which many had predicted 
and for which many more had 
hoped.

WASHINGTON — Evidently Richard Nixon 
Ss came too close to winning the presidency for 
a his own good. As a result he is today the target 

of massive grievances from two groups of disappointed Republican 


politicians. There are those who contend that he certainly could 
have won the election if he had only taken their advice during the 


campaign. 

Others argue that, since he 
couldn’t defeat Sen. Kennedy in 
1960—despite coming within one- 
tenth of one per cent of getting 
the popular majority—he can't 
possibly defeat President Ken- 
nedy in 1964, and therefore ought 
to count himself out four years 
hence. 


All this suggests in part the 
source of the idea that the for- 
mer vice president might deem it 
prudent to run for governor of 
California in 1962 with a precise 
commitment that, if elected, he 
would serve the full four-year 
term. My own guess is that this 
suggestion comes more from 
those Republicans who want to 
remove Nixon from national poli- 
tics, than from those who wish to 
“preserve” him for 1968. 


Conceivably Nixon might, as 
the time nears, conclude that 
nothing can keep President Ken- 
nedy from reelection, but if he 
shrinks, through whatever device, 
from attempting to get the nomi- 
nation in ’64, he will, I think, be 
retiring from elective politics on 
the national level. 

The way things now look, there 


Nixon is not going to declare 
himself out. 

Gov. Rockefeller is going to de- 
clare himself in. 

And Barry Goldwater is going 
to make the case for the party’s 
return to Taft-conservative - Re- 
publicanism with the Arizona sen- 
ator as its articulate and appeal- 
ing spokesman. 

Nobody is likely to get the nomi- 
nation without fighting for it. Nix- 
on will have to show that he can 
sustain his role as a voice of 
near-majority. Even so, he will 
have to win a number of pri- 
maries to demonstrate vote-get- 
ting strength. 

Rockefeller will have to win de- 
cisively a second term as gover- 
nor of New York. He will have to 
win overwhelmingly if the Demo- 
cratic party fields a weak candi- 
date against him. 

And what about Mr. Goldwater? 
I would think that he is going to 
gain in political strength. Politi- 
cal and economic conservatism 
has a stronger appeal than it has 
had for a long time. This does not 
necessarily mean that it will be 
sufficient to win him the nomina- 
tion. Every Republican conven- 
tion since 1936—from Landon to 
Nixon—has chosen a presidential 
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‘Disarm!’

not a doubt of his sincerity. 

It probably is a dual one which 
the President by performance can 
remove from reasonable minds. 

This dual reason is supplied by 
the lively memory of an attitude 
rather consistently maintained by 
a Democratic predecessor, Pres- 
ident Franklin D. Roosevelt, prior 
to World War II; and also by 
a natural business inclination to 
await the economic developments 
of Mr. Kennedy’s programs to 
expand the costs and functions of 
the federal government. But 
comments. made privately by 
members of the board, after 
hearing the President and sev- 
eral Cabinet Officers, indicated a 
strong impression that he will 
make a hard try to conform his 
actions to his words. 

President Roosevelt, when the 
economy showed signs of recov- 
ering from the great depression 
of the thirties, assigned the credit 
to administration policies, 
explanation being “we planned it 
that way.” But when, in 1938, 
the slump in business and em- 
ployment. wiped out the tenuous 
gains, he charged in a speech at 
Gainesville, Ga., that national 
prosperity had been checked and 
reversed by a conspiracy on “‘the 


part of a selfish few’’ in business 


and finance. 

Yet this accusation followed 
what the New York Times at the 
time described as ‘a series of 
stunning blows to business confi- 
dence” by the administration in 
the 18 months previous. 

President Kennedy Monday not 
only asserted the inter-dependence

of the private and public social 
economy on the success of both, 
but fortified the assertion with a 
precise pledge against government 
discrimination for or against any 
segment of American society. 
Since inter-dependence imposes 
a common obligation, the Pres- 
ident could not have chosen a 
better illustration than the state 
of the United States industrial 
plant. Its productivity, he said, 
is being ‘slowed down by ob- 
solescence,"’ and this also is 
“worsening our competitive po- 
sition abroad.”’ But that condi-

People Really Felt 
‘Ole Time Religion’

In the midst of a preaching mission in a 
fashionable, downtown church the visiting song 
leader asked the congregation to sing, “‘ "Tis the 


“Let’ 
to Chattanooga. 
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Ole Time Religion.” Incensed eyebrows over the ccladidtion 
shot up like a ruffled cat’s back. But most of the people regarded 


it as totally unfamiliar. 

Indeed it was. Not only the 
song itself but the theology it 
contained is nearly unknown in 
our day. 

On Tuesday in this column 
I barely mentioned a few of the 
virtues of this olden day wor- 
ship; like simplicity, straight- 
forwardness, etc. Then I got to 
thinking: there are many more 
memorable facets to that dia- 
mond. 

In the old time religion, the 
people felt it. And that made 
feeling a positive value. Back 
in the first century two such 
disciples on the road to Em- 
maus said, “Did not our hearts 
burn within us as He walked 
with us on the way?” They 
felt something. Early Christian- 
ity was known for its emotion- 
al depths. 

Among religious groups for 20 
centuries there have been fa- 
natics who gave full leeway to 
emotions, feelings that ran 
afoul good taste, discretion and 
judgment. Yet nothing like a 
sizeable minority made up this 
group. Then with the passing of 
time, there arose a new school 
of psychology and theology, 
which, whether it intended to or 
not, placed emotions in an un- 
respectable category so far as 
religion is concerned. Some- 
how or other a person who felt 
anything was regarded as weak 
or bordering on a psychosis. It 
is a rare sight today for a 
preacher to see anything but 
dry eyes as he preaches. This 
is no plea for the sob stories 
that have no place or purpose; 
instead, the warm tears that 
flow either from a heart which 
is pricked by an accusing sense 


of guilt, or from a fresh, clean 
conviction that He is the Way, 
the Truth and the Life would 
be a welcomed sight anytime. 

Personally, I prefer the quiet- 
er type of service, but to say 
that no emotions are to be reg- 
istered is absurd. ‘“‘Let the re- 
deemed of the Lord say so” 
still is in the Bible. What a dif- 
ficult time the Holy Spirit must 
have to get -through our 
clogged emotional systems 
and our dried tear ducts! 

Ole time religion painted a 
dark picture of sin but a bright 
picture of the Saviour. To them 
sin was no priestly conjure. 
They gave it no neo-sophistica- 
tion by calling it behaviorism, 
social error or personal weak- 
ness. And along with this, they 
condemned the evil process that 
says one can confess his sins 
at noontime and repeat them 
before midnight. The same Je- 
sus who said, “‘Thy sins be for- 
given,”’ also said, “Go sin no 
more.’’ At any rate despite all 
the picturesque “hellfire and 
damnation” from old-time pul- 
pits, still I believe I would 
rather have the hell scared out 
of me than to be deceived into 
believing that there is no hell. 

The meetings usually broke 
up with an invitation to the ac- 
companiment of a _ testimony 
set to music, “I've wandered 
far away from God ... now 
I'm coming home.”’ Right about 
here I'll have to confess: Though 
I am pastor of a church with 
6,500 members, with the many 
new innovations it’s hard to 
improve on that musical testi- 
mony ...

Georgia Group Wants To Find . 


The Cause and Cure of Boredom 


The Georgia Adult Education Conference at its spring meeting is going to 
take up what Miss Evalene P. Jackson of Emory University calls ‘“‘an important 
and serious social problem’’—the causes and cure of boredom! Miss Jackson has 


dispatched form letters to 50 Georgians asking them two things: 1. The extent and causes of bore- 
dom as they have seef it around them. 2. How they have been able to withstand boredom themselves. 
The results will be made public at the adult education conference and I sure am looking forward to 


the answers. 

Until I was full grown I 
didn't know boredom really ex- 
isted. I thought it was some 
thing heroines in old-fashioned 
novels were subject to—a sort of 
privileged class malady like the 
vapors. In novels it was always 
cured by a love affair. 

The first person I ever heard 
use the words “I’m bored’ was 
a friend of my youth and I 
thought it had a grand, liter- 


ary ring to it. (She was a vora- 


cious reader of books and she 
frequently talked like the hero- 
ine of whatever she was im- 
mersed in at the time. This was 
no small accomplishment, par- 
ticularly the month she was try- 
ing to talk like Camille and 
Kristin Lavransdatter at the 
same time.) I was at an imi- 
tative age myself, using my 
friend as a model, but I made 
a mistake to try her boredom 


, bit at home. Telljng my mother, 


Muv, that I was bored was like 
telling her I had come down 
with some kind of virulent and 
immoral infection. It was worse 
than the time she thought I had 
head lice and doused my hair 
with gasoline. It was worse than 
the time I used a pungent four- 
letter word and she washed my 
mouth out with lye soap. 

“Bored!” she yelled. ‘‘Bored? 
Well, we'll fix that!” 


She did, too. She worked me 
blind and dizzy, hauling bricks 
from falling down chimneys in 
the quarters to make brick 
walks, trundling fertilizer from 
the cow pen for her flower beds, 
mopping the porches and wash- 
ing the windows, painting the 
fences and weeding the garden. 

I think that may have been 
the first and last time I ever 
said I was bored. 

Muv’s method of dealing with 
boredom may seem both too 
stringent and too simple. But I 
believe on the whole she had the 
cure and the preventive meas- 
ure. People who have work to 
do are not bored, unless, of 
course, it is work for which they 
are unsuited. Boredom is gen- 
erated by idleness and unpro- 
ductive activity. Teen-agers 
seem to me nowadays to be par- 
ticularly afflicted with it. 
There's so little they really have 
to do. So much we set for them 
to do is made-up, busy-work 
that isn’t really necessary. They 
are in the position of people who 
immerse themselves in social 
activity, not for release and re- 
laxation from work but as an oc- 
cupation itself. It was the same 
in Byron’s day when he wrote: 
“Society is now one polished 
horde, formed of two mighty 
tribes, the Bores and the 
Bored.” 

I hope boredom isn’t preva- 
lent—such a wasteful malady 
when our tenure in this world 
is so brief anyhow—and I await 
the adult education conference's 
findings with interest.

ing secretly.

EXPERT SAYS 


Christians 
Used Pagan 


Buildings 


“A few drops of holy water was 
all it took to transform a pagan 
building into a church.” 


That point was made here 
Thursday by a leading archaeolo- 
gist as he explained that the early 
Christians were frugal folk in mak- 
ing use of the Greek and Roman 
empires they were supplanting. 


A popular conception that the 
Christians were wont to discard or 
destroy anything Greek or Roman 
was disputed by Dr. Jotham John- 
son, president of the Archaelogical 
Institute of America and head of 
the Classics department at New 
York University. 


EXCAVATED IN ITALY 


“They didn’t destroy nearly as 
much as they preserved,”’ he said. 


Dr. Johnson reached that con- 
clusion as the result of extensive 
work on the ‘“‘Re-Uses of Ancient 
Monuments” — the topic which 
he came to Atlanta to lecture on 
for the local archaeological soci- 
ety. 


One of the few Americans to 
have conducted excavations in 
Italy, Dr. Johnson said he’d found 
that “‘about two-thirds of all Greek 
and Roman temples became 
churches” for the Christians in- 
stead of being torn down. 


PAGAN TRACES REMOVED 
Armed with liberal quantities of 
holy water, the Christians didn’t 


sep up shop, of course, until they'd 
“removed all traces of paganism.” 


But they didn’t waste much. 
Busts of Roman senators, for ex- 
ample, “were frequently  re- 
modeled” into a likeness, say, “‘of 
Saint Peter,”’ Johnson said. 


Or the goddess Juno might he 


worked over until presto! — the 
Virgin Mary! 


| 


The reporters, tired of inter- 
viewing each other while the 
committee deliberated, decided 
Thursday to do something about 
it. 

They moved into a legislative 
committee room alongside the 
one being used by the Appropri- 
ations Committees and began 
holding “‘secret sessions.” 


Television cameras, those mag- 
nets that drew politicians like 
honey attracts bees, were set up 
inside. Tape recorders of the 
radio reporters were carted into 
the “‘executive session,’’ and plain 
old pencil and pad newspapermen 
strolled in with pencils poised. 
DUPLICATED HEARINGS 

The newsmen duplicated the 
comittee hearings. The ‘‘door- 
keeper’’ for the press got a 
brown folding chair just like the 
one used by the doorkeeper for 
the comittees. 


Legislators were bared from the 
meeting. ‘Executive session,” 
they were told curtly. 


Former newsmen who have left 
the ranks for the public relations 
field were called as ‘‘witnesses.”’ 


Each time the door cracked, 
the legislators saw the televisiqn 
lights gleaming. Just before each 
“witness” left the committee 
room, he was given a rousing 
cheer. 


Legislators decided in_ short 
order that all that electronic 
journalism equipment could mean 
only one thing—the “executive 
sessions’’ were being used as a 
front by newsmen who were “bug- 
ging’ the secret sessions with 
the recording devices. 

THEN IT HAPPENED 

Then it happened just like ev- 
ery newsman in the crowd knew 
it would. The committee got cu- 
rious, and more than a little con- 
cerned that their deliberations 
were being recorded. 


House Speaker Geroge L. Smith 
II barged past the doorkeeper. He 
said the room probably would not 
be large enough to accommodate 
the crowd when a press confer- 
ence on the final version of the 
bill is released by the committees. 


As he spoke, his eyes inspected 
all the wires running into and 


out of the recording machines. |

Fighter 
Fights On 


A homesick Hungarian who 
says he is lucky to be alive was 
in Atlanta Thursday to help in a 
campaign he believes will even- 
tually bring freedom to his Com- 
munist-controlled country. 


Jozsef Kovago, one-time mayor 
of Budapest, was here to help 
initate the local campaign for 
funds for Radio Free Europe. 
With him was W. B. Murphy, 
president of the Campbell Soup 
Co., and national chairman of the 
fund raising campaign. 


“T want to go back to Hungary 
when it is once again free,’’ Ko- 
vago said in an interview before 
the Capital City Club luncheon 
kicking off the local fund drive. 


FREEDOM THOUGHT 


“Radio Free Europe keeps the 
thought of freedom before the 
people behind the Iron Curtain. 
Sometime — maybe in my life- 
time—I’ll see my country free 
again,” the Hungarian engineer 
said. 


Kovago said he was given a 
life term by the Communists for 
activities he was guilt of—‘I ad- 
mit that I love democracy and 
that is enough to get you a prison 
term in Hungary under the Com- 
munists. I fought for my coun- 
try’s freedom, and that is why 
I say I am lucky to be alive.” 


Kovago was first arrested for 
anti-Nazi activities during World 
War II. He was elected mayor 
in 1945 but was forced to resign in 
1947 by the Communists. He was 
arrested in 1950, tried secretly 
and given a life sentence. He 
was released just before the Hun- 
garian revolution of 1956. 


FIELD ENGINEER 


A month later, in October 1956, 
he was elected chairman of the 
Budapest National Council (the 
revolutionary council). When the 
revolution failed, he escaped Hun- 
gary in November, 1956. He now 
lives in Delaware ahd is a field 
engineer for an engineering and 
construction firm. He is author 
of a book, “You Are All Alone.” 


Murphy explained how Radio 
Free Europe gets the truth be- 
hind the Iron Curtain in spite of 
attempts at jamming by the Rus- 
sians. He said that all 1,300,000 
watts of RFE could be beamed 
at one country, “overriding” any 
jamming efforts by the Commu- 
nists. 


Murphy said that dollars from 
the man on the street are needed 
to meet this year’s goal of $11,- 
000,000, an increase of 10 per cent 
over last . ear.

Georgia produces more chickens 
than any other state, and some- 
times the market gets flooded. 
The government doesn’t buy any 
for the school lunches, however. 


Miss Eleanor Pryor, who super- 
vises the school lunch program 
for the State Department of Edu- 
cation, said that regulations re- 
quire two ounces of lean meat or 
substitute in each school lunch. 
She said that chicken did pre- 
sent some problems, but not ones 
beyond the hope of solution. 


“When schools buy chicken, they 
usually buy the leg pieces for 
frying,”” Miss Pryor said. 


Here are some of the things the 
government does supply to the 
schools, some of them obtained 
under price support programs, 
others purchased outright: 


Peanut butter, dried eggs, 
cheese, butter, non-fat dry milk, 
meal, flour, rice, olives, dates, 
canned beans, canned apricots, 
canned cherries, canned peaches, 
canned tomatoes, canned grape- 
fruit, canned corn, canned apple- 
sauce, canned beef and gravy, 
frozen ground beef, and—believe 
it or not—frozen turkeys. But no 
chickens.

The House and Senate appro- 
priations committees, which have 
been busily revamping Gov. 
Vandiver's proposed budget 
asked Thursday to 
million as-a@ loan fund 
tax reappraisal programs by cities 
and counties. 


The request came from the 
politically potent Association of 
County Commissioners of Georgia, 
which said a number of counties 
already have indicated they'd 
like to launch tax-revamping stud- 
ies. 

President of the commissioners 
association is Clarke Duncan of 
Buena Vista, who also is a mem- 
bers of the State Highway Board. 
He made the request on behalf 
of the association in a letter to 
Rep. Jack Ray, chairman of the 
House Appropriations Committee. 


The association pointed out that 
legislation, already passed by the 
House and pending in the State, 
authorizes the State Revenue de- 
partment to make five-year, inter- 
est-free loans to cities and coun- 
ties for reappraisal studies ~— but 
it doesn’t actually make any 
funds available. 


“The legislation would be in- 
effectual unless the money is 
specifically made available in the 
budget to the revenue depart- 
ment,”” said Hill R. Healan, the 
association's executive director. 


Tax reappraisal programs would 
go far toward “providing local 
financing for many of the services 
and improvements so vitally 
needed at the local level,” said 
Earl Edwards of West Point, 
board chairman of the associa- 
tion.

Dear Dr. Molner: I started 
losing my hearing when a teen- 
ager. I had head colds one 
right after another, with no 
medical attention. 


At first it was just head 
noises. I still have them bad, 
yet the doctors say hearing 
nerves are dead. An operation 
would do no good, they say. If 
it weren’t for the constant 
hissing and roaring, deafness 
wouldn’t be so bad. I wonder 
why there is no effort to help 
us by research. Why not try 
transplanting nerves?—S. W.

Walt Disney, who never needs 
the League of Decency to tell 


him to behave in public, has — 


brought back the old classic, 
shaken some of the sugar out of 
it, and restored the resourceful 
Robinsons in what must surely 
be the only remaining Eden in 
this fraught old world. 


“Swiss Family Robinson” is 
an improbable book, one of the 
most unreal ever devoured hy 
adventure-hungry children, but 
one of the sweetest.

When Frank McGuire attended the GACA clinic as 
chief basketball lecturer last August, he appeared to 
be one of the happiest men in the coaching profession. 


Relaxing in his room at the Biltmore after dismissing attentive 
coaching students, McGuire naturally was discussing basketball. 
He was ident that North Carélina would get a clear bill on the 

a Se heels. of an NCCA probe into Tar Heel 
recruiting activities. He was enthusi- 
astic about North Carolina's forthcom- 
ing basketball edition. 


In brief, this promised to be a sea- 
son of good cheer and bright success 
for the smilimg Irishman. With Doug 
Moe and York Larese heading a tal- 
ented cast, ' McGuire was positive that 
the Tar Heels would be a contender for 
the Atlantic Coast Conference crown. 


The Irishman hasn’t been smiling 
of late. Fate has been rolling against 
him with loaded dice. Last Jan. 10, it 
officially developed that the NCAA did 
not concur with McGuire. The NCAA 
slapped McGuire's wrists for lavish ex- 
penditures involving recruiting, rapped 
the lax accounting system employed 
by Carolina and belted the Tar Heels 
with a one-year term of probation. 


McGuire is a competitor who does not turn the other cheek. 
Muzzled by authorities, he startled ACC comrades by scratching 
his team from the big Raleigh tournament. If the Tar Heels 
could not represent the ACC in NCAA competition, McGuire did 
not desire to help pack the Reynolds Coliseum. 


Hostile coaching rivals blasted McGuire for a ‘‘grandstand’’ 
move, but the man from New York refused to yield. He had never 
approved of the procedure of deciding the NCAA representative in 
a tournament, and this was a chance to file a protest.

Meanwhile, the Tar Heels were faring all right on the court with 
Larese and Moe bombing away in sensational style. They were un- 
defeated in ACC standings when the big ‘‘battle’’ with Duke occurred 
two weeks ago. 


Any match between Duke and Carolina is fiercely fought, but 
this game in Durham developed into a basketbrawl. In fact, it’s a 
cinch to be one of the longest fights on record. 


Duke soph ace Art Heyman and Carolina’s Larry Brown set off 
the explosion by mixing it up nine seconds before the final bell. A 
wild melee followed, and numerous versions of the bout were ren- 
dered by confused ringsiders. 


Referee Charlie Eckman, who had to render an immediate 
decision, selected Heyman as the leading culprit and banished 
the Blue Devil star. 


Eckman reversed his verdict after Duke Athletic Director Eddie 
Cameron held his famous fight movie premiere. The ref stated that 
movies showed Heyman did not swing the first punch. 


ACC Commissioner Jim Weaver then launched a lengthy investi- 
gation. When final returns were in this week, Weaver suspended 
Heyman, Brown and Carolina's Don Walsh for the remainder of the 
season. The conference executive committee promptly jumped into 
the act and temporarily delayed the “sentence.” 


—McGuire Has His Dukes Up 


Since Duke was invading Wake Forest on the night of the official 
action, Heyman got a reprieve. He was allowed to play in the con- 
test in which the Deacons whaled the Blue Devils. Brown and Walsh 
weren’t as fortunate. The executive committee upheld Weaver’s 
ruling and Brown and Walsh were not permitted to play against 
N.C. State Wednesday night in Chapel Hill. 


McGuire came out swinging verbal haymakers Thursday. 
aimed a solid shot at Commissioner Weaver's chin.

Car Assemblies Decline, 


Offsetting Pickup in Steel 


in January. 


It was the sixth consecutive 
monthly drop in industrial activity 
and the third for individual in- 
comes. 


Despite a pickup in steel, slump- 
ing automobile assemblies and 
other January cutbacks lowered 
the Federal Reserve Board’s in- 
dex of industrial production by 
one per cent to 102. 


This meant that factory, mine, 
mill and utility activity last month 
was only two per cent greater in 
1957, the base year for the index. 


LAYOFFS COSTLY 


In early February, the board 
reported, steel output continued to 
improve but there were further 
reductions in car production. Pro- 
duction slowdowns and layoffs of 
workers caused most of the drop 
in incomes. 


The Commerce Department said 
total personal income slipped by 
$600 million to an annual rate of 
$406.3 billion, the lowest level 
since last June. 


Since industrial activity began 
slipping last July it has falien 
seven per cent, with output of con- 
sumer and business products down 
five per cent and materials down 
eight per cent. 


Output of “‘apparel and furni- 
ture continued to decline in Jan- 
uary but production of appliances 
remained at the slightly improved 
level of late autumn,” the board 
said. “Output of business equip- 
ment declined slightly further.”
